Golan Heights

TEL AVIV (R) — Four Com- 
munist members of the Israeli 
Knesset (parliament) Tuesday 
night accused the government of 
im posing a state of siege on the 
Druze residents of the occupied 
Golan Heights which is end- 
angering their health and liv- 
elihood. The four spoke to rep- 
orters after visiting Druze villages 
blockaded by the Israeli army for 
the past two weeks.- The, residents 
declared a strike last month to 
protest against the annexation of 
the area by Israel last December. 
The Communist parliamentarians 
said the blockade had left the vil- 
lages without access to health ser- 
vices and prevented villagers from 
grazing their flocks. 

Saudis offer to 
return Iranian jet 

RIYADH (A.P.) — Saudi Def- 
ence Minister Prince Sultan Wed- 
nesday offered to return to Iran a 
Phantom plane, whose mysterious 
pilot reportedly tried to overthrow 
the Iranian regime and nearly pre- 
cipitated a Saudi-1 ranian air- 
bank. “It B now up to Iran to 
decide whether it wants the plane 
or not," Prince Sultan said in a 
statement carried by the new- 
spaper A1 Riyadh. He said the 
Iranian embassy in Saudi Arabia is 
being contacted on the affair but 
did rot specifically say that the 
pilot had requested or been given 
asylum. In Kuwait, the newspaper 
A1 An baa which first broke news 
of The Phantom incident on Mon- 
day, said that the pilot was the lea- 
der of an aborted coup in Iran and 
that his flight into Saudi Arabia 
nearly led to 3 major airbattk 
between the Saudi and Iranian air- 
forces. 

Village Leaguers 
‘concerned’ by 
Jordan’s decision 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Leadens of Israeli-backed Arab 
Village Leagues on the occupied 
West Bank Wednesday attacked a 
Jordanian order threatening them 
with treason and the death penalty 
unless they resigned within a 
month. 

The organisation of Village 
Leagues issued a joint statement 
expressing “’shock” and “ con- 
cern” at the decision published 
Tuesday by Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran. 

The mayors of the main West 
Bank towns have accused the Isr- 
aeli occupation authorities of cre- 
ating the leagues as municipal 
authorities to by-pass the elected 
leaders. 

Jordan threatened those who 
remained in the leagues with pen- 
alties ran g in g from death to con- 
fiscation of property. 

Several dozen members of the 
village leagues have been sent to 
Israeli army bases for training in 
the use of firearms, military sou- 
rces said. 

This followed an order by Isr- 
aeH Defence Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron to arm the'kague members. 


Habib confers with 
Lebanese factions 


BEIRUT (R) — U.S. special 
envoy Philip Habib held talks 
Wednesday with leadersjof Leb- 
anon’s opposing factions as pan of 
his mission to reduce tensions in 
t he Middle East 

Mr. Habib, who arrived in Bei- 
rut from Israel on Tuesday, sta- 
rted his rounds Wednesday by 
meeting Camille Chamoun, a 
former president of the republic 
and bead of the right-wing Chr- 
istian alliance, the Lebanese 
Front. 

On Tuesday the U.S. envoy, 
conferred with three former prime 
ministers who represent the tra- 
ditional S unni Muslim leadership 
in Lebanon. 

Sources close to the ex-prime 
ministers said Mr. Habib had dis- 
cussed ways of ensuring that Leb- 
anese presidential elections take 
place as planned later this year, a 
move which Western diplomats 
say is vital to the preservation of 
some stability in the country. 

Mr. Chamoun told reporters 
his talks with Mr. Habib had tou- 
ched on the elections, prospects 
for reconciliation in Lebanon and 
the shaky ceasefire between Israel 
and Palestinian forces in southern 
Lebanon. 


The problems of electing a pre- 
sident in Lebanon to succeed Elias 
Sarkis when his term expires in 
September are enormous. 

The candidate must be acc- 
eptable to factions so bitterly opp- 
osed to each other that Lebanon is 
effectively partitioned into an enc- 
lave held by right-wing Christian 
forces and a wider area controlled 
by Syrian peacekeeping forces, 
Palestinian commandos and an 
array of Lebanese leftist and Mus- 
lim groups. 

Western diplomats say the price 
of failure could be a dangerous 
constitutional vacuum, a rei- 
nforcement of partition, and ren- 
ewed violence in which Syria, Isr- 
ael and the Palestinians might eas- 
ily become involved. 

One aim of Mr. Habib's latest 
talks in Lebanon, Israel Syria, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia has been 
to preserve the ceasefire he helped 
to work out last July between Isr- 
ael and the Palestinians in South 
Lebanon. 

Government sources said Mr. 
Habib had a range of ideas str- 
etching from closing a gap in a 
United N ations-con trolled rone in 
South Lebanon to wider moves to 
ease tension in Lebanon. 


Panel meets to back Iraq 

AMMAN (Petra) — A committee preparing for a conference on 
supporting the Iraqi people held a meeting at Amman Marriott Hotel 
Wednesday. 

The committee, chaired by Amman Governor Yahya A1 Musili 
decided to he hold a public rally at A1 Hussein Youth City on March 
22 to express support for the Iraqi people. - 

A number of speakers representing various public sectors will 
address the rally. 

The preparatory committee, made up of six members will hold 
another meeting later on to complete preparations for the public 
rally. 

Iraq ready for prolonged 
war, Saddam declares 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — Iraq's war 
against Iran, which started in Sep- 
tember 1980, is not expected to 
extend beyond one and a half to 
two more years. Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein was quoted as- 
saying in a television interview. 

He told French Television that 
if the war went on for more than 
two years from now, Iraq will draw 
up plans to pursue fighting with 


the same momentum. 

The situation in Iran does not 
tolerate more than two additional 
years of fighting, the president 
said. 

The Iraqi leader reiterated his 
country's readiness to end the war 
with Iran and restore peace to the 
region. Iraq has always declared 
its willingness to achieve unc- 
onditional peace, he added. 


Southern Europeans face 
modest economic growth 

GENEVA (R) — Southern European countries face the prospect of 
only modest economic growth this year and even this could be 
endangered if there were no overall recovery in tbe West, United 
Nations economists said Wednesday. 

Portugal Turkey and Yugoslavia would be most vulnerable if the 
predicted Western recovery does not come while Greece and Spain 
might be able to reach planned growth rates of two to three per cent, 
the Economic Commission for Europe (ECE) said in its annual 
survey. . . 

“But even in the best case it is clear that none of these countries m 
1982 will approach the growth rates prevailing before 1973 (when ofl 
prices began to soar).” 

The survey, concluded last month, said 19S1 was a bad year for 
most southern European nations. 

“Total output stagnated in Greece, growth remained very med- 
iocre in both Portugal and Spain and decelerated in Yugoslavia. In 
Turkey there was a recovery but only after two years of setback,” it 
said. 

“Inflation worsened in all countries except Turkey, with annual 
rates ranging between 14 percent in Spain and about 40 per cent in 
both Turkey and Yugoslavia.”

AMMAN - The Israeli occupation 
authorities intend to dissolve the 
municipal councils of the West 
Bank cities of Ram all ah, Btreb 
and Nablus, according to reports 
received from the West Bank sev- 
eral days ago. 

Mr. Abdul Jawad Saleh, ex- 
mayor of Bireh who was deponed 
by the Israeli occupation aut- 
horities in 1974, told the Jordan 
Times that he had received inf- 
ormation from members of the 
National Guidance Council in the. 
West Bank on Sunday that tbe Isr- 
aeli authorities intended to rep- 
lace the elected municipal councils 
of Ram all ah, Nablus and Bireh, 
and possibly those of Qaliqilya 
and Anabta, by unelected mun- 
icipal committees whose members 
would be administrative emp- 
loyees directly controlled by head 
of rhe Israeli “civil adm- 
inistration” in the West Bank, 
Menachem MOson. 

Mr. Saleh said that such a move 
was expected on the part of the 
Israeli occupation authorities bec- 
ause aD other attempts to impose 
civilian administration on the 
West Bank had been foiled by 
continued mass uprisings on the 
West Bank. “The imposition of 
unelected municipal committees 
in place of the present municipal 
councils was Menachem Mason's 
only remaining alternative,'' he 
pointed out. 

Mr. Saleh said that tbe Israeli 
decision to freeze municipal ele- 
ctions in West Bank towns and cit- 


ies would expire in April, and it 
was then that he expected the 
municipal councils to be dissolved. 

He said that the municipal cou- 
ncils of Ram all ah, Bireh and Nab- 
lus formed the leadership of the 
National Guidance Council and 
had been largely responsible for 
stunting the success of the Israeli 
civilian administration plan by 
refusing to collaborate with its off- 
icers. The Israelis, he added, were 
therefore particularly keen on 
ending the municipal councils' 
role. 

Mr. Saleh said that the closure 
of Birzeit University by the Israeli 
occupation authorities on Feb. 16 
had been a preemptive move to try 
and prevent the mass uprising that 
would inevitably follow the dis- 
banding of the three municipal 
councils. 

A stand had already been for- 
mulated by municipal councils and 
other popular circles in the occ- 
upied territories to boycott any 
municipal committees which the 
Israeli authorities would try to 
impose on them, and to consider 
these committees as part of the 
already rejected civilian adm- 
inistration, Mr. Saleh said. 

He predicted possible ass- 
assination attempts against sev- 
eral members of West Bank mun- 
icipal councils and mayors. Ten 
days ago, he said, rumours had 
been deliberately spread that an 
assassination attempt against Nab- 
lus Mayor Bassam Shak*a had act- 
ually taken place. Such rumours 
were also spread prior to the att- 
empt on his life in July, 1980, he 
pointed out.

Mr. Bacbari denounced tbe reg- 
ime of Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini and charged H was trying to 
destroy the Arab nature of Khu- 
zistan by reducing the province to 
poverty’ and denying its citizens 
jobs in government and the oQ 
industry. 

Khaddam to 
go to Irau 

BEIRUT (A.P.) — Syrian For- 
eign Minister Abdul Halim Kha- 
ddam will visit Iran next Saturday. 
Iran's official IRN A news agency’ 
reported Wednesday. The agency 
said the Syrian minister, who is 
also deputy prime minister, will 
hold tafks with high ranking Ira- 
nian officials on "vital issues of the ( 
region and the strengthening of 
existing relations between the two 
countries."

Libyan oil 

WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan has decided to ban imp- 
orts of Libyan oil and halt U.S. 
exports of oil and gas technology 
and equipment to the government 
of CoL Muammar Qadhafi. the 
State Department said Wed- 
nesday. 

The department said the action 
was taken because of “Libyan ter- 
rorism” and “subversion” against 
a number of countries, par- 
ticularly in tbe Middle East and 
Africa. 

Mzali: ‘Arabs 
loathe su mmi ts’ 

KUWAIT (R) — Tunisian Prime 
Minister Mohammad Mzali has 
said Arabs have begun to loathe 
summit conferences because of 
their lack of success. Mr. Mzali 
was speaking to reporters in Kuw- 
ait on Tuesday night, at the end of 
a five-nation Gulf tour. At tbe 
same time, Mr. Mzali said it was 
better to continue holding such 
meetings. Mr. Mzali left Kuwait 
for home Wednesday. Under an 
agreement signed before his dep- 
arture, the two countries will est- 
ablish joint tourist and trade cen- 
tres in Tunisia at a cost of 1 7 mil- 
lion Tunisian dinars (S34 million). 


Arabs ‘strongly desirous’ of new ties with Egypt 


MANAMA, Bahrain (A.P.) — 
Libya, South Yemen, Algeria and 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) were reported 
Wednesday to be "strongly des- 
irous'* of restoring diplomatic rel- 
ations with Egypt to help in “ rem- 
oving Egypt from the sphere of 
American influence.” 

“I have seen a strong desire on 
the part of (Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi), Algeria, South 
Yemen and also tbe PLO” for res- 
toring ties with Cairo, said K haled 
Mobieddin, head of the leftist 
Egyptian opposition National 
Democratic Alliance party, who 
recently undertook an Arab tour. 

Mr. Mohieddin, in an interview 
with the Bahrain daily Akhbar A1 
Khaleej, said there was no chance 
of Egypt reneging on its Camp 
David peace accord with Israel 
which fed to a nearly total Arab 
boycott of Egypt during the reign 
of the late Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 

But Mr. Sadafs successor Hosni 
Mubarak has launched a dialogue 


'with opposition parties, after fre- 
eing politicians jailed by Mr. 
lariat, and appears bent on bec- 
oming neither a Sadat nor a Nas- 
ser, said Mr. Mohieddin, one of 
the original group of Free Officers 
who overthrew the monarchy 
along with the late President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser in 1952. 

Mr. Mohieddin said Mr. Mub- 
arak had assured him- there were 
no U.S. military bases in Egypt but 
that Mr. Sadat had signed an agr- 
eement to provide the U.S. with 
facilities in Egyptian air and sea 
ports. 

He said opposition and Arab 
policies should be aimed at enc- 
ouraging Mr. Mubarak to tra- 
nscend and limit the scope of agr- 
eements concluded by Mr. Sadat 
with both the U.S. and Israel 
Mr. Mohieddin said be favours 
restoration of close ties with the 
Soviet Union, which used to be 
Egypt’s main source of weapons, 
“regardless of shortcomings or 
faults tbe Soviets may have had in 


this regards.” 

“The Camp David accord has 
brought Egypt into the sphere of 
American influence.” Mr- Moh- 
ieddin said, quoting former Egy- 
ptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi, who resigned when Mr. 
Sadat visited Israel in November 
1977, as saying Mr. Sadat^had 
"surrendered the last card in 
Egypt’s hand.” 

Mr. Mohieddin said 99.5 per 
cent of The Egyptian people bac- 
ked Mr. Sadat after his Israel visit. 
“But we have managed to com- 
pletely reverse this percentage by 
explaining to the Egyptians how 
the visit has led to an unbalanced 
treaty.” he added. 

The Egyptians are disillusioned 
with capitalist economic policies 
introduced by Mr. Sadat, acc- 
ording to Mr. Mohieddin. who 
said these have merely led to 
“some people accumulating huge 
fortunes while the majority suffer 
economic pressures.” 

Peace with Israel has not led to 


prosperity nor to any relaxation of 
totalitarian regulations applied in’ 
war years, he said. 

He attributed sympathy enj- 
oyed by Muslim fundamentalist 
groups in Egypt to corruption and 
lack of real democracy, "even 
though these groups avoid any 
clear-cut policies open to debate 
because they have to maintain 
blind obedience in their str- 
ucture.” 

Another Sadat opposition fig- 
ure, journalist and one-time Nas- 
ser confidant Mohammad Has- 
sanein Heikal said in an interview 
with the Kuwait newspaper Al 
Siyassah that Egypt was facing 
“enormous strategic choices” as 
the April 25 deadline for Israeli 
troop withdrawal from Sinai app- 
roaches. 

“All Egyptian factions left and 
right including Nasse rites and the 
Muslim Brotherhood, agree that 
Mr. Mubarak should be given a 
chance until after April 26,” Mr. 
Heikal said. 


VIENNA (R) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi, making his 
first visit to Western Europe for 
□early 10 years, arrived in Austria 
Wednesday for mainly economic 
talks and possible meetings with 
Libyan exiles. 

Col. Qadhafi, whose only pre- 
vious West European trip took 
him to France in 1973. was met at 
Vienna airport by Austrian Cha- 
ncellor Bruno Kreisky, with whom 
he was scheduled to confer later in 
the day.

Miss Hijab’s interest in jou- 
rnalism did not founder over the 
years, and she moved from one 
newspaper to another. “But each 
publication taught me some more 
about journalism, and got me 
more attached to the work,” she 
said. 

In 1975, Miss Hijab joined the 
press section at the Qatari inf- 
ormation ministry, and stayed 
there for three years. In 1978, she

world.” She said that she always 
puts in a lot of effort trying to 
compile information and gat- 
hering interesting news, “since 
ours is a monthly publication, and 
we have to arouse the interest of 
our readers.” 

She pointed out that 75 per cent 
of the readers come from the Mid- 
dle East, “and they are mainly int- 
erested in investigative, in-depth 
coverage rather than day-to-day 
routine news. 

“Our target is to get people who 

are interested in the area to read 
our magazine,” she said, adding 
that over the years, the seven- 
year-old magazine has been able 
to build up a dedicated readership. 

Mainly covering and inv- 
estigating political issues, the 
magazine faces some difficulties , 
Miss Hijab said. “We have to be as 
objective as possible because we 
want to maintain the magazine's 
credibility. But if we miss our step, 
we might be subjected to the risk 
of censorship,” she said. 

She added that sometimes, the 
magazine is accused of being 
anti-Arab, and sometimes of 
being overly anti- American. “The 
Zionist lobby in the West tries 
hard to sabotage our work, which 
we by to keep as objective as pos- 
sible,” she said. She asserted that 
even in the United States and in 
Europe, people misunderstand 
the press, “the same as in the Mid- 
dle East.”

The magazine covers a wide- 
ranging variety of topics, ranging 
from political investigative rep- 
orting to social issues in the Arab 
World. Mss Hijab said that the 
magazine tries to be selective, 
“but our stories are not sup- 
erficially covered; we like to go 
deep down and get things into the 
open." 

Now that other English- 
language magazines have been 
launched in the Middle East mar- 
ket, Miss Hijab says that the work 
has become tougher. “We have to 
main t ain our readership, and I am 
happy to say that our credibility 
and our accurate coverage are still 
a source of pride to all the edi- 
tors.” 

She said that the magazine, 
depending mainly on its sales and 
some advertising, does not get any 
financial support from Arab gov- 
ernments. The publisher, a Tun- 
isian, supports the magazine 
single-handedly, she said. Eco- 
nomic troubles have been known 
to affect the production, in some 
years. 

Miss Hijab, whose main reason 
for being in Jordan was the doc- 
umentary filming, said that Jor- 
danian officials “have been very 
helpful, and the Jordanian family 
set-up is quite interesting.”

Water experts discuss the cholera case

AMMAN — Speakers at the third 
session Wednesday of an int- 
erdisciplinary water seminar spo- 
nsored by the University of Jordan 
concluded that cholera is not end- 
emic to Jordan, and that the cho- 
lera cases which appeared last 
summer where brought into the 
country from abroad. 

The session, which was held on 
Wednesday morning under the 
title “The Cholera Case— An Acc- 
ident? Irrigation and Food Pro- 
duction." was chaired by Health 
Ministry Under-Secretary Sul- 
eiman Subeihi and was attended 
by some 35 water experts, bio- 
logists and environmentalists from 
several government departments 
and the University of Jordan. 

Outlining the incidence of cho- 
lera in Jordan over the past II 
years. Dr. Subeihi said that only 
one cholera case had appeared in 
1970. Five years later. 19S2 cases 
were reported, and a further 427 
cholera cases occurred in 1977. 
While no cases occurred in 1978. 
141 cases occurred in 1979. The 
following year was also cholera- 
free, but 90S cholera cases and six 
deaths due to cholera occurred in 
July 1981. Dr. Subeihi said. 

He said that the first cases had 
officially been detected on July 3. 
but there had been indications 
that several cases must have occ- 
urred before that date and gone 
undetected. No full information 
was available on the source of the 
disease, he said, but there was 
consensus that the disease had 
come from outside the country, 
and that cholera was not endemic 
to Jordan. 


Dr. Elias Saliba. associate pro- 
fessor of biology at the University 
of Jordan, presented the seminar's 
first paper, on Man. Water and 
Disease. He pointed out that alt- 
hough the present decade is 
known as the international decade 
of drinking water and sanitation, 
-about 75 per cent of the world's 
population, particularly those of 
the rural areas in the developing 
countries, lack adequate hygienic 
water supplies. The Jordan Valley 
could not have been efficiently 
cultivated had malaria not been 
eradicated. Dr. Saliba said. 
Water-borne diseases such as cho- 
lera and schistosomiasis (bil- 
harzia) plague over 300 million 
people, and are the major cause of 


death and debilitation in the dev- 
eloping countries, he noted. 

Dr. Saliba pointed out that sch- 
istomiasis and malaria are diseases 
related to water development, 
since the building of dams and res- 
ervoirs for irrigation purposes 
often enhances the breeding con- 
ditions of intermediary 
hosts— snails in the case of sch- 
istomiasis and mosquitoes in the 
case of malaria— and leads to the 
appearance of disease. 

Schistomiasis is prevalent in 
some parts of Iraq, Saudi Arabia. 
Egypt, Yemen and Syria, he 
noted. 

Dr. Saliba went on to discuss the 
relation of this disease to water

development projects in Jordan. 
The country's surface waters sho- 
wed a great deal of seasonal flu- 
ctuations in the velocity of flow 
and silt content, both of which 
were not conducive to the growth 
of bDharzia intermediary snails, he 
said. But topographical changes in 
large water bodies in Jordan, such 
as the changes introduced by the 
King Tala! Dam, had created a sui- 
table habitat for tbe breeding of 
the bilharzia intermediary host, be 
pointed out. 

The waters of farm reservoirs in 
the Jordan Valley are also suitable 
as breeding sites for the bilharzia 
snail, be said. His research had 
further indicated that living int- 
ermediary snails existed in the 
Jerash waters in 1978. He reg-

THE PAST few days have witnessed a remarkable show: 
the forcible eviction of Jewish squatters in the Sinai by their 
compatriots of the Israeli army. Like the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, Israel's partner in the Camp David minuet, and 
the United States— the dancing master— we too are happy 
to see tbe land cleared: but certainly for different reasons. 
Our gladness is simply at the fact that at least some Arab 
land has been retrieved; but this does not allay our app- 
rehension at the price that is paid for the return. 

Egypt and tbe onlooking countries of the West, on the 
other hand, profess to be delighted at how “faithfully" 
Israel is meeting its commitments under the Camp David 
process. True, the Israeli-Egyptian documents specify a 
certain timetable for withdrawal from the occupied pen- 
insula. and Israel is sticking to that. Thus Mr. Begin can 
hold up to the world his dutiful adherence to the dictates of 
the treaty, as “proof." that Egypt has nothing to complain 
about. After all. he has given up so much valuable 
territory— never a word as to the fact that Israel had not the 
slightest right to that land in the first place. 

How much has Mr. Begin really given up, after all? In 
return for withdrawing from a few square kilometres of 
desert land he has obtained the removal from the con- 
frontation lines of his most formidable Arab 
opponent— and. most deliciously for him, the right to pro- 
ceed as he likes with the total absorption of the most 
unfortunate Arab land— Palestine— into the mythical Land 
of Israel. As the merciless repression of the Palestinian 
people, and the continuous settlement drive, continue, 
every day makes it more difficult to conceive of Israel's 
disgorging the occupied Palestinian land: despite the the- 
atrical Sinai show we have just witnessed. 
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A rejection of Village Leagues

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Memory as an asset 


We Arabs cherish memory, 
and it occupies the most 
prominent position among 
the faculties of the mind, 
more than observation and 
inquisitiveness. Little boys, 
at tbe age of seven, are tau- 
ght to memorise the Holy 
Koran from eov'er to cover. 
Our ancient poetry was 
memorised and conveyed by 
oral tradition until w r itin g 
and documenting became 
more prevalent. 

Respect of memory, how- 
ever, is not peculiar to 
Arabs. The pharaos of 
Egypt who mastered the art 
of carving also worshipped 
memory. It is said that the 
first man who discovered 
Lotus as a writing medium 
was executed by the pharaoh 
of Egypt who believed that 


writing would destroy mem- 
ory. 

In our current edu- 
cational methods, we stress 
tbe importance of memory 
as the main means of lea- 
rning. A student who has a 
better memory stands a bet- 
ter chance of scholastic ach- 
ievement than bis cla- 
ssmates. When we talk of 
current clacuiating mac- 
hines we speak heavily of 
their impact on memory. 

One should not und- 
erestimate memory. But to 
give it all tbe attention in the 
education process is har- 
mful. It tends to replace the 
ability to abserve and inq- 
uire which are more nec- 
essary ingredients for the 
empirical process. 


Although memory seems 
to be threatened by current 
inventions, it stfll ma n a ge s 
to survive in other forms. 
Computers, calculating 
machines, diaries, files and 
others are replacing the 
human mind’s memory. 
These inventions, however, 
should in no way lead us to 
believe that the position of 
memory is slackening. Let 
me give examples. 

Human relations are bec- 
oming vital in the process of 
marketing and personnel 
management. Those who 
enjoy a strong memory can 
synchronise a name and a 
face immediately, thus exe- 
rcising a positive influence 
on their audience. Those 
who fall into tbe emb- 
arrassment of asking “exc- 


use me, what did you say 
your name was?" do not 
usually get very far. 

Memory is also helpful in 
debates and discussions, 
particularly during neg- 
otiation sessions. People 
with a photographic mem- 
ory find it easier to assert a 
point or depend themselves 
in hot spots. Depending 
so ley on prearranged notes 
might not prove to adequate 
all the time. 

Of all the people I know, 
there are two who stand out 
most. There is first Prime 
Minister Mr. Mudar Bad- 
ran, who can remember in 
which file a certain paper 
was put and at what date. He 
is the kind of man who can 
tell you “that was ten years 
ago when we met at so and

so's house, there were fif- 
teen people, a,b,c,d,e,.... 
and you were there weren’t 
you?”. 

The second is David Roc- 
bfieUer, the ex-chairman of 
Chase Manhattan. This man 
travelled extensively to look 
after tbe bank’s interests! 
He would meet you at a rec- 
eption and say “how are 
you? Still working with such 
St such bank?*’. 

In short, memory is the 
target of modern tec- 
hnological achievements. 
However, and no matter 
what we invent to boost our 
memories, the human part 
of it will to servive forever. 
Those who have good mem- 
ories will continue to occupy 
important positions. 
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Numeiri’ s great feat crumbling 


Rick Wells describes the dilemma facing President Jaajfur 
Numeiri over how to deal with separatist tensions in the sou- 
thern region of Sudan. 


KHARTOUM: Tbe finest ach- 
ievement of President Jaafar 
Numeiri of Sudan is always said to 
have been the settlement in 1972 
of the 17-year civil war between 
the mainly Muslim north and the 
non-Muslim south. But now, the 
stability of tbe southern region is 
threatened by fierce antagonism 
over whether to divide ft. 

The south is a vast area of for- 
est, savannah and swamp around 
the Upper Nile, which in itself is 
larger than many African states. It 
has agricultural potential, but its 
development is crippled by its 
remoteness from the outside 
world and bad communications. 

Nevertheless it cannot be ign- 
ored. Just inside its border with 
the north lies much of the oil rec- 
ently discovered in Sudan, on 
which the country's long-term 
economic future is based. Ren- 
ewed conflict in the south could be 
exploited by Sudan’s neighbours, 
such as Libya and Ethiopia. 

The south is now split into two 
potentially hostile camps. Tri- 
balism. as ever, is the root cause of 
tbe problem. 

The leader of the cause of div- 
ision is Mr. Joseph Lagu; former 
president of the semi-autonomous 
High Executive Council of the' 
Southern Region, who feels str- 
ongly that a conspiracy of Dink as, 
the largest and most powerful tri- 
bal grouping in the present region, 
was responsible for his fall from 
power in 1980. 

To break Dinka domination, 
particularly of the police and adm- 
inistration Mr. Lagu wants the 
creation of a separate region out 
of the two southernmost provinces 
of Eastern and Western Equ- 
atoria. Mr. Numeiri, who is corn- 
mined to decentralisation in the 
north, feels the same thing should 
happen in the south. 

TTie debate over the issue bec- 
ame so heated last year that Mr. 
Numeiri banned it from public 
discussion. The regional gov- 
ernment, headed by Mr. Abe! 
Alier, a Dinka and an old adv- 
ersary of Mr. Lagu. struggled to 


mam tain credibility agains t a bac- 
kground of political quarrels and 
disasters, many of which had an 
underlying tribal cause. 

Violence - provoked by food 
shortages and drought — broke 
oat between some of the 40,000 
Ugandan immigrants now in tbe 
south and indigenous tribes, inc- 
luding the Dinka. Non-payment 
of salaries to government emp- 
loyees throughout the region for 
up to six months caused strikes 
and an outcry against nepotism 
and corruption in the adm- 
inistration. 

The choice of the town of Kosti 
in the north, instead of Bentiu 
near the oilfields in the south, as 
tbe site for Sudan’s new oil ref- 
inery caused violent incidents. 
The southerners felt that they had 
been cheated. 

To northern politicians, these 
were fun her reasons why the tro- 
ublesome southern region — 
which also appeared to them to be 
resisting the Islamicisatioii they 
described — should be divided. 
This would make it more gov- 


ernable. It was also thought in 
Khartoum that Mr. Alier s adm- 
inistration was biased against div- 
iding the south. 

Finally, in October, Mr. Num- 
eiri dissolved the regional ass- 
embly and set up a six-month tra- 
nsitional government, headed by 
Major General Rassas, com- 
mander of the military staff col- 
lege in Khartoum, who was pre- 
viously unheard of in southern 
politics. The body was to preside 
over new elections and a ref- 
erendum on tbe issue of division. 

Opponents of the proposed div- 
ision such as Mr. Bond MaTwal, a 
former national Minister of Inf- 
ormation, claim the methods 
being used to achieve it are unc- 
onstitutional. “What in fact is 
being done,” he alleges, “is to 
weaken the south by removing the 
hard-won political, economic and 
security guarantees and subjecting 
the south to laws that now govern 
the northern regions.” 

The arrest of 21 prominent sou- 

* 

them politicians during the ele- 
ctions in December, following tbe 
despatch of a declaration to Mr. 
Numeiri which stated their aim of 
campaigning for the “continued 
unity of the southern region, int- 


ensified suspicions of the pre- 
sident’s intentions. 

The politicians were accused of 
forming an illegal political party 
and attempting to procure funds 
from Libya. Twelve of them were 
released in early January with no 
charges, but five, including Mr. 
Clement Mboro and Mr. Joseph 
Oduho, await trial in Khartoum's 
Kober Prison. 

But in spite of accusations that 
the IS -man ad minis tration of Mr. 
Rassas is biased in favour of dec- 
entralisation, a degree of stability 
has been maintained throughout 
the elections for the national ass- 
embly. 

When tbe National Assembly 
meets shortly, it should vote on 
the proposed amendment of the 
Addis Ababa Agreement of 1972, 
which guarantees tbe uijLty of the 
present southern region. A 
three-quarter majority in favour 
of amendment, ratified by a two- 
thirds majority in a plebiscite in 

the south is required before such a 

change may take place. 

However, it is also a principle of 
the- constitution that dec- 
entralisation should be given to 
any region which asks for it. Ult- 



imately, if Mr. Numeiri feels that 
Equatorians have a strong enough 
case for separation, he can grant it. 

Judging by tbe lack of ach- 
ievement by previous gov- 
ernments of the south, the pro- 
blems of governing the whole reg- 
ion from Juba are enormous. 
Undoubtedly, the self-interest of 
personalities, parties and tribes is 
largely responsible for lack of 
development.

The conflict began when tbe 
United Nations carved Palestine 
info' projected Arab and Jewish 
states in 1947, reserving the Holy 
City as an international enclave. 

After the first Arab-Israeli war 
in 1948, the city was split between 
Israel and Jordan. For 19 years a 
swath of concrete walls, barbed 
wire; and sniper posts demarcated 
the Txmndary. 

Since then, the city's status has 
been determined by a series of uni- 
lateral decrees by the Israeli gov- 
ernment — usually in defiance of 
international rulings — that were 
ignored by the rest of the world. 

In December 1949 the U.N." 
General Assembly reaffirmed the 
city’s - international status. Out- 
raged, then Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion moved his office 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem three 
days later and declared the city’s 
Jewish sector Israels capital. 

That year Israel occupied the 
Jordanian sector, putting tbe holy 
shrines of the old city under Israeli 
rule. 

Within a month of the occ- 
upation, the government issued a 
proclamation extending Israeli 
law, jurisdiction and sovereignty 
to the Arab sector in a move tan- 
tamount to annexation. No one 
else recognised the annexation. 

It wasn’t until July 1980 that 
Jerusalem became the capital in 
Israeli statute, again in defiance of 
the United Nations, which res- 
olved that Israel should relinquish 
East Jerusalem and all other occ- 
upied territory. 
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Mubarak: Prosperity not in sight 


CAIRO (R) — President Hosni 
Mubarak has painted a gloomy 
picture of Egypt’s financial future 
and said Egyptians would have to 
work harder to put the country’s 
crippled economy in order. 

“We have a serious economic 
problem and I can tell you pro- 
sperity is not within easy reach.’* 
Cairo newspapers Wednesday 
quoted Mr. Mubarak as saying. 

Speak ing to a group of Egyptian 
members of parliament Tuesday 
Mr. Mubarak said: “Our pop- 
ulation is increasing at an alarming 
rate, the continuation of which 
will lead to an economic disaster." 

Egypt's population, now 44 mil- 
lion. is rising by 1.3 million ann- 
ually, according to the latest sta- 
tistics. 

The president said that the han- 
dover of the Sinai Peninsula by 
Israel to Egypt next month would 
not bring automatic financial ret- 
urns. 

“The completion of the Israeli 
withdrawal does not mean we will 
find gold in Sinai the next day,*’ 
Mr. Mubarak said.

British bank expected to cut interest rates 


LONDON (R) — Britain's big 
banks were widely expected Wed- 
nesday to cut interest rates in res- 
ponse to a budget which the Con- 
servative government hopes will 
revive bod) the economy and its 
own re-election prospects. 

The banks kept the government 
waiting for their verdict on the 
£115 billion (S208-bi!lion) 
budget, announced by Chancellor 
of the Exchequer (finance min- 
ister) Sir Geoffrey Howe in Par- 
liament Tuesday. 

A cut in the bank's base lending 


rate, now down to 13.5 per cent 
front 16 per cent last October, 
would boost industry which has 
been complaining about the high 
cost of borrowing. 

It would also set the scene for a 
cut in higher mortgage interest 
rates for homeowners. 

The chairman of the Building 
Societies Association. Alan 
Cumming, said after the budget 
speech that a cut was certain when 
the mortgage lenders meet on Fri- 
day. 

The buQding societies want to 


cut the present 15 per cent mor- 
tgage rate by at least one per cent 
and some would like to see it red- 
uced to 13-5 per cent. 

The major commercial banks 
said they were waiting to see both 
domestic and international rea- 
ction to the budget before low- 
ering base rates. 

On the foreign exchange mar- 
ket. sterling recovered from a fall 
below $1.80 during the cha- 
ncellor’s speech and was basically 
steady against major currencies, 
dealers said. 


They said trading in sterling was 
nervous as the market awaited the 
anticipated cuts in interest rates. 

A cut" of 0-5 per cent had alr- 
eady been discounted by the mar- 
ket but anything more could dep- 
ress the British currency, the dea- 
lers said. 

The chancellor described bis 
budget, the fourth since the con- 
servatives came to power in May, 
1979, as one that would str- 
engthen the foundations of eco- 
nomic recovery.

Libya defeats Tunisia amid violence 


TRIPOLI (R) — Tempers frayed 
on and off the field Tuesday night 
when Libya defeated Tunisia 2-0 
in a preliminary Group Two 
match in the African Nations Soc- 
cer Cup finals. 

Policemen rushed on to the 
pitch after the match to stop scu- 
ffles among the players who were 
then herded into their dressing 
rooms. 

Ambulances were seen rushing 
to the stadium where some of the 
45.000 frenzied spectators were 
injured. 

Earlier in the evening, 20.000 
spectators watched World Cup 
finalists Cameroun and Ghana 


fight out a goalless draw in their 
Group One match. 

Cameroun's Yugoslav coach 
Zutic Branko admitted their per- 
formance had been poor. ‘’I am 
still dissatisfied but our failure 
must have something to do with 
the artificial turf which the boys 
are not used to," he said. 

He added "but there is still a 
chance for a semi-final place and 
we shall keep trying." 

The Ghanaians created many 
openings for goal bur often found 
goalkeeper Thomas Knono the 
big stumbling block. 

Their team manager Charles 
Gwamfi was furious. “ We did eve- 


rything but score and this is our 
main problem. Good finishing will 
be my emphasis for the last pre- 
liminary round." he said at the end 
of the game. 

Persistently booed by spe- 
ctators. Tunisia’s attempts to reg- 
ain their rhythm failed miserably. 

Second half substitute Faraj 
Elbarossi netted the second goal a 
minute from the end as a fru- 
strated Tunisia appeared to have 
given up all hope of scoring.

China condemns ISF officials’

Argentina, Czechoslovakia = 
clash ends in goalless draw 


MAR DEL PLATA. Argentina 
(R) — An under-strength Arg- 
entina scraped to a goalless draw 
against Czechoslovakia Tuesday 
night in a friendly soccer int- 
ernational marked by slow and 
dull plav. 

Neither side looked like a win- 
ner although Argentina, the rei- 
gning World Champions, did most 
of the attacking in the last 30 min- 
utes. 


Close and effective marking by 
Czechoslovak defender Fiala kept 
Argentina's star player, Diego. 
Maradona, under control. He 
spent most of the match sprawled 
on the grass after desperate and 
futile attempts to shake of his sha- 
dow. 

The home side were nowhere 
near their 1978 cup winning form 
and the lack of five top players was 
clearly noticeable. 


IOC director does not expect 
African boycott of ? 84 Olympics 

NEW DELHI (R) — Monique Berlioux. director of the Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee ( IOC), said Wednesday she did not 
expect African countries to boycott the 19S4 Los Angeles Olympics 
because of some nation's sporting links with South Africa. 

Asked about a possible boycott she replied "I do not expect it. 
After ail the IOC was the first organisation to withdraw recognition 
of South Africa, long before any other organisation," she said. 

In 1976, more than 20 African countries boycotted the games in 
Montreal in protest at New Zealand's sporting connections with 
South Africa. 

"We cannot foresee what is coming, but we must be ready to face 
facts and try to find solutions, not for our sakes. but for the athletes, 
because they want to compete," she told a news conference. 

Madame Berlioux, who is arranging for a full IOC meeting in Delhi 
in March 19S3. said she was impressed by India's preparation for the 
Asian Games in November and thought India stood a good chance of 
staging an Olympics in the next decade. 


PEKING (R) — China accused 
U.S. officials of the International 
Softball Federation (ISF) Wed- 
nesday of interfering in internal 
Chinese affairs by saying Taiwan 
could fly its national flag at cha- 
mpionships planned for Taipei 
this summer. 

The Communist Party new- 
spaper People's Daily and the off- 
icial sports daily published sep- 
arate commentaries attacking the 
U.S. officials. They said their rem- 
arks violated the terms, under 
which China joined the ISF in May 
1981. 

The People's Daily said that as 
Taiwan was pan of China. China 
was the host country for the cha- 
mpionships to be held in July on 
the nationalist-ruled island where 
the nationalists fled after the 
communist victory on the mai- 
nland in 1949. 

" If the flag of the host country is 
raised and its national anthem 
sung, then it must be the flag of the 
People's Republic and the anthem 
of the People's Republic of 
China, ' it added. 


The use of die mainland flag 
and anthem is anathema to Tai- 
wan. which regards the communist 
government as fllegitimate. 

If a Chinese team goes to the 
Women’s World Championships 
in July, it will be the first official 
contact between Peking and Tai- 
pei for 33 years. 

“Anybody who wishes to use 
the so-called Taiwanese 'national 
flag' or 'national anthem' instead 
of the flag and anthem of the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China... is ope- 
nly interfering in Chinese internal 
affairs." the People’s DaQy said. 

Peking has frequently accused 
the United States of interference 
in its affairs by planning to sell 
fighter aircraft to Taiwan. 

Secret talks are going on in Pek- 
ing about the planned aircraft sale 
which has caused a cooling of rel- 
ations between the two countries. 

The People's Daily said that 
“some Americans in the ISF are 
using this Women’s World Sof- 
tball Championships openly to 
create a ‘two Chinas' policy. 

"This goes against the tide of 
history, is widely unpopular and is 
doomed to failure " it added.

DEAR MR. GOREN 

Q.—I am still not sure what 
to do when an auction had 
developed like this: 

West North East South 

1 0 Dble Rdble ? 

Does a bid by South show 
weakness or strength? Do 
yon bid on the following hand 
or pass? 

4>x*xx O xxx OAxm 

This actually occurred 
recently, and there was con- 
siderable discussion as to the 
correct action. — R. Brodie, 
San Diego, Calif. 

- (This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— We’ll take the questions 
in order. Unless someone is 
psyching, it is impossible for 
South to have anything but a 
weak hand. If you give the 
opener and the takeout 
doubler 13 points each, then 
add 10 for the redoubler, you 
can see that South cannot 
have more than about four 
points. Therefore, any action 
by South must indicate a 
weak hand. The corollary to 
that is that South has to have 
a compelling reason for bid- 
ding. 

The only reason why South 
would want to enter the auc- 
tion on a weak hand is that he 
fears the takeout doubler, if 
left to his own devices, might 
take an action that would 
result in North-South having 
to bid one level higher to 
locate a playable contract, 
than if South had bid im- 
mediately. 


. Does that : apply to the 
hand you held? Let us con- 
sider what might happen if 
South passed, and see If that 
would force North-South to 
bid one level higher than . 
necessary. • - 

The worst that could hap- 
pen if South passes is Thar- 
North' will retreat from One- 
diamond doubled and 
redoubled into one heaH. 
When that comes round to 
South, he. can then correct 'to 
one spade. That tells partner 7 
that South cannot stand 
hearts but is prepared , to. 
play in either one spade or 
two clubs, as North prefers. 
The level is no higher than if 
'South had. bid an immediate 
-one spade or two dubs over 
East’s . redouble. Therefore, 
there is no reason for South 
to act immediately. 

Now, let's juggle around 
the suits in South’s h&nd.so 
that it becomes: 

4x 'v'Axxzx .Oxxxx +»x- 

As you can see, there is ab- 
solutely no difference in high- 
card content or distribution 
between tbe two hands. Yet 
this time it is imperative for 
South to bid one heart over 
the takeout double. 

Why? Well, look what 
might happen if South elects 
to pass the redouble. 

This time. North is very 
likely to retreat to one spade, 
and that is. not at all to 
South’s liking. South will 
either have to bail out to two 
clubs on a three-card suit, or 
introduce his hearts at the 
two-level; i.e., one level 
higher than necessary had he 
entered the auction ira- . 
mediately.

The Los Angeles Times, mea- 
nwhile, reported Tuesday that a 
source in the coroner's office said 
Belushi, whose node body was 
found in a Los Angeles hotel room 
Friday, died of complications from 
a cocaine overdose, ABC television 
news also reports that sources said 
a drug overdose killed him, and 
said the djug was “probably coc- 
aine."

ice said it would have no comment 
or the reports, in reply to repeated 
telephone calls. .

Mercenaries plead 
not guilty of hijack 


PIETERMARITZBURG, South Africa (R) — A 
group of 43 alleged mercenaries pleaded not guilty 
Tuesday to charges that they hijacked an Air India 
airliner to South Africa after an abortive coup att- 
empt in the Seychelles last November. 


Natal Province Attorney- 
General Cecil Rees told the court 
that charges against a further two 
men. South Africans Steyn de Wet 
and Theodorus van Huyssteen, 
had been withdrawn. Both men 
were expected to be called as state 
witnesses, he said. 

The state has said it will call 
more than 40 witnesses during the 
trial. South Africa's first Int- 
ernationa] hijack case, which is 
expected to be one of the longest 
and most expensive in the cou- 
ntry's legal history. 

The 43. led by former Congo 
mercenary Leader “Mad Mike" 
Hoan\ appeared in the supreme 
court of this sleepy provincial 
town in a court house used in col- 
onial times for trying blacks. 

All were charged unde- South 
Africa's anti-hijack laws. They 
face sentences of between five and 
30 years if convicted. 

Security was light outside the 
court house before the start of the 
trial with few police in evidence 
and only three spectators — two 
white pensioners and a black fem- 
ale servant. 

The courtroom has been spe- 
cially adapted for the trial. The 
accused are all South African res- 
idents. There are 20 South Afr- 
icans. nine Britons, seven white 
Zimbabweans, two Americans.

two Germans, one Irishman, one 
Australian and one Austrian; 

Most were soberly dressed as 
they took their numbered places 
in the dock although one wore a 
khaki tee-shirt and shorts. 

Each defendant was called by- 
number when asked to plead. 
Number one was Col. Hoare. 62, a 
small dapper figure with a goatee 
beard. He firmly replied “Not gui- 
lty". biting his lip. 

The men are charged with unl- 
awfully seizing control of an Air 
India airliner at Mahe in the Sey- 
chelles and forcing it to fly to 
South Africa. They are alt- 
ernatively charged with int- 
erfering with crew members in the 
performance of their duty. 

Two other charges state the 
accused had jeopardised the saf- 
ety of the aircraft and persons at 
Mahe and Durban’s Louis Botha 
Airport where the plane landed. 
They also face charges of illegal 
possession of weapons and fir- 
earms. 

Mr. Rees was put in charge of 
the case last December after int- 
ernational criticism greeted the 
release of all but five of the men 
without charge. 

Reading out the indictment, he 
told the court that under South 
African law the Air India plane 
was regarded as being “in flight' 1 
when it landed during a gunbattle 
at Mahe early on Nov. 26 as pas- 
sengers had not disembarked. 

South African courts have 
extra-territorial jurisdiction in 
such cases if the plane lands in the 
republic. 


Sinai force 
chief arrives 


TEL AVIV 1A.P.) — Nor- 
wegian Lt. Gen. Fredrik Bull- 
Hausen arrived Wednesday to 
assume command of the Sinai 
peace-keeping force and said he 
expected to overcome logistical 
problems in setting up the 1 1- . 
nation force. 

The United States is con- 
tributing roughly half of the 
2,500-man force, which is to be 
in place by March 20, well in 
advance of the April 25 date 
when Israel returns the last sec- 
tor of Sinai to Egypt. 

The force, called the Mul- 
tinational Force and Observers 
(MFO), already has some adv- 
ance units in Sinai preparing to 
monitor observance of the Sinai 
demilitarisation provisions of 
the Israef-Egypt treaty. 

Aside from the United States 
and Norway, troops are coming 
from France, Britain, Holland, 
Italy, Australia, New Zealand, 
Fiji, Uruguay and Colombia. 

MFO bases are still under 
construction at Sharm AI She- 
ikh at the southern tip of Sinai, 
monitoring the Strait of Tiran 
in the Red Sea, and at an Israeli 
air base south of the Gaza Strip 
near the Mediterranean sea. 

Asked iT the MFO was to be a 
fighting unit, Gen. Bull-Hansen 
replied, “The use of force will 
only be in self-defence and to 
counter anyone who with vio- 
lent means would prevent the 
force from discharging its dut- 
ies." 


Washington Post says Reagan backs 
covert operations against Nicaragua 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
President Ronald Reagan has 
approved a CIA plan for covert 
operations against Nicaragua and 
is directing the U.S. Central Int- 
elligence Agency to start forming 
a paramilitary force of Latin Ame- 
ricans. the Washington Post said 
in Wednesday s editions. 

White House spokeswoman 
Kim Hoggard declined to com- 
ment on the article Tuesday night. 

The newspaper said that acc- 
ording to informed administration 


officials, which it did not identify. 
Mr. Reagan has rejected the use of 
American military forces in direct 
operations against Nicaragua. 

Administration officials have 
charged that Central American 
nation is serving as the military 
command centre and supply line 
for guerrillas in nearby El Sal- 
vador. 

But as pan of the adm- 
in istrat ion's strategy in the region. 

said the Post, the authorised cov- 
ert plan directs the CIA to start 


recruiting and financing a par- 
amilitary force of up to 500 Latin 
Americans. They are to operate 
from camps along the 
Nicaragua- Honduras border, said 
the newspaper. 

In Managua, meanwhile, the 
Nicaraguan government issued a 
sharply worded statement Tue- 
sday night, protesting “violation 
of the country's air space by North 
American spy planes.” 


Reagan expected to visit 
Berlin during Eurotour 


WASHINGTON { R) — President 
Ronald Reagan is expected to visit 
West Berlin during his trip to West ' 
Germany for the NATO summit 
in June. Secretary of State Ale- 
xander Haig said Tuesday. 

Mr. Haig made the statement 
whDe appearing with West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher after Mr. Gen- 
scher's meeting with President 
Reagan at the White House. 

Mr. Haig said every American 
president tried to visit West Berlin 
— which is deep inside East Ger- 
man territory. He called it “a very 
special city in the context of free 
world determination to preserve 
our freedom.” 

Mr. Haig added: “1 think it 
would be appropriate if at all pos- 
sible, if the schedule permits, and 
it looks like it will that he visit 
West Berlin." 


London Transport staff 
protest against fare hikes 


OTTAWA ( R) — Protesters aga- 
inst Canada's seal bunt struggled 
through metre-thick ice floes Tue- 
sday as they sailed for the Mag- 
dalen Islands in the St. Lawrence 
Gulf where the killing was well 
under way. 

Six days after leaving Halifax on 
what should have been a two-day 
journey, the converted trawler 
Rainbow Warrior, manned by 
protesters from the Greenpeace 
conservation movement, was still 
30 to 50 kilometres off the hunt. 

“We hope they will get there 
tomorrow. - ' a Greenpeace spo- 
kesman on Prince Edward Island 
told Reuters by telephone. 

In the Gulf, the big sealing ves- 
sels Techno Venture and Brandal 
had taken more than 5.000 harp 
seals by Tuesday out of their joint 
quota of 20,000. The bigger hunt 
off the Labrador coast, called “the 
front", could start any time from 
Wednesday. 

Greenpeace protesters plan to 
display their opposition to the 
hunt by dyeing seals green to 
make their coats worthless or shi- 
elding them from hunters' clubs. 


Mr. Rees said the pilot and crew 
of the Air India Boeing 707 had 
been taken to a dark room at 
Mahe Airport and were told they 
had landed during a revolution. 

The accused then told them no 
harm would come if they coo- 
perated. but that one or more 
would be shot if they did not. Mr. 
Rees added. He said negotiations 
were proceeding to obtain the tes- 
timony of the Air India crew for 
the court. 

Judge Neville James, having 
earlier established that the def- 
endants could hear very little of 
the proceedings, then adjourned 
the case so that technicians could 
improve accoustics in the court 
house. 


LONDON (A.P.) — A 24-hour 
strike by London Transport staff 
protesting plans to double fares 
shut down the capital's entire bus 
and subway networks Wednesday 
for the first time since the British 
general strike of 1926. 

As commuters took to cars and 
cabs or simply walked to work, a 
spokesman for Scotland Yard 
reported: “Londoners are coping 
quite well. Traffic is heavy but 
nothing horrendous." 

Commuter rail services were 
unaffected by the strike. 

On March 21 . London bus fares 
go up by an average of 100 per 
cent because of a Dec. 1 7 ruling by 
five law lords in the “House of 
Lords — England's highest appeal 
court — striking down a “fares 
fair" cheap transport policy int- 
roduced by the socialist- 
controlled Greater London Cou- 
ncil 

The council which administers 


the London area, had honoured 
an election pledge to slash fares. 
But when it hiked property taxes 
to subsidise the cuts, the 
Conservative -con trolled local 
borough council of Bromley filed 
a court challenge. 

The law lords ruled that London 
Transport was legally bound to 
attempt to operate with balanced 
books and said the tax hike was 
illegal. 

London Transport announced 
that because of the ruling, fares 
would double March 21. 

The striking bus and subway 
workers fear this will cause a sharp 
drop in the number of passengers 
using the system - currently a half 
million each day — and result in 
big job losses. London Transport 
management already has ann- 
ounced it plans to lay off 2.000 of 
its 35.00*3 workforce and close 
three subway branch lines and 
three stations.

Bonn coalition okays new 
guidelines for arms sales 


The approval, voted Tuesday 
night, appeared to be a significant 
breakthrough in efforts to save the 
paper and its weekly stabiemate 
•The Sunday Times. It followed 
publisher Rupert Murdoch's latest 
threat to close the journals if no 
agreement is reached on his dem- 
and for a total of 600 job cuts. 


BONN (R) — West Germany's 
ruling coalition parties have app- 
roved proposed new guidelines on 
arms sales which could give Bonn 
greater flexibility in exporting 
weapons. 

Social Democratic (SPD) and 
Free Democratic (FPD) deputies 
Tuesday endorsed proposals 
which, whilt urging continued res- 
traint in sales to non-NATO cou- 
ntries. would permit exceptions if 
the government believed arms 
exports were in “the vital foreign 
and security policy interests of the 
Federal Republic." 

The guidelines are meant to rep- 
lace a 10-ycar-old cabinet rule 
which banned West Germany 
from selling arms to areas of int- 
ernational tension. 

They will form the basis of a 
new policy which the Bonn cab- 
inet is due to draft later this 


month. The government has said it 
will retain sole control over arms 
sales but will inform parliament 
more fully in future. 

The review of arms exports 
began last year after Saudi Arabia 
expressed interest in buying West 
Germany's most modern tank, 
which Bonn could not have app- 
roved under the old rules. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
told Saudi leaders on a visit to 
Riyadh last April that the deal was 
not feasible at that time. It is not 
clear if the new guidelines wil] 
make such exports easier. 

About a dozen SPD leftists 
voted against the guidelines, dem- 
anding a ban on all sales to non- 
democratic regimes and a specific 
clause saying vital West German 
interests did not require arms 
exports to Saudi Arabia, SPD sou- 
rces said. 


The Australian publishing tyg- 
oon, whose empire also includes 
the mass-circulation Sun and 
News of the World, said Tuesday * 
that • a settlement “had to be 
found" by Monday if closure was 
to be averted. 


Mr. Murdoch bought The 
Times newspapers from the 
Toronto-based Thomson org- 
anisation in February 19S1. Since 
then, they have been losing money 
at an annual rate of £15 million 
($27.3 million). Mr. Murdoch 
contends overmanning is a key 
problem.

WASHINGTON (A.P.) — A 
broken porthole in the ballast con- 
trol room of the world’s largest ofi 
drilling rig may have been what 
sent it and S4 men to the bottom o f 
the ocean, says the head of the 
firm that owns it. 


- “God knows what happened 
that night. There must have been a 
panic situation," Hugh j. Kelly, 
president of the Ocean Drilling 
and Exploration Co. of New Orl- 
eans, said Tuesday.

$1 billion dope haul seized in Miami 


MIAMI (A.P.) — A customs inspector poked a scr- 
ewdriver into a cardboard carton that had been 
unloaded from a Colombian cargo jet and found 
what became the nation’s biggest cocoaine seizure 
— nearly SI billion worth. 

“As we began opening the boxes, everyone shied 
away,** said U.S. Customs Inspector Al Tagtiafeiro. 
No-one was arrested. 

The more than 1,678 kilogrammes of Colombian 
cocaine, which Mr. Taghafemo said was of “very- 
high quality,” was found Tuesday afternoon in a 
routine search of a cargo plane belonging to a 
“high-risk” foreign airline suspected of frequently 
being used by smugglers, officials said. 

The Drug Enforcement Agency IDEA), which did 
cot take part in the seizure , later est&nated the street 
value of the seized cocaine at about $950 million. 


The MIA called it the largest cocaine seizure in U.S. 
history. 

The illegal cargo, in 22 cardboard boxes, was 
seized oo a loading platform in a warehouse used by 
the Colombian cargo line, he said- 

The boxes containing the cocaine woe part of a 
shipment of clothing from Medellin, Colombia, 
bound for Miami. 

The Tampa international Airways Boemg 707 
was met at Miami International Airport by customs 
agents, according to Robert Batlard, regional cus- 
toms commissioner in Miami. 

An employee of Ibe airline who refused to give his 
name Tuesday night said the airline’s name was a 
Spanish acronym for “Transportes Amos Mer- 
cantile Panamerkanos.' 1 He also said it provided 
service only between Colombia and Miami. 


Ocean Ranger -- 15 Americans, 
68 Canadians and one citizen of 
Great Britain — survived. Only 22 
bodies have been found. 

The drilling rig sank Feb. 15 off 
Newfoundland in a severe sno- 
wstorm. 

■ “We’re abandoning the rig and 
heading for the lifeboats." said the 
drilling platform’s last message. 

While oo conclusions have been 
reached on what caused the acc- 
ident, Mr. Kelly said, “Everything 
that we know points in that dir- 
ection — a stabilisation problem." 

Only hours before the rig cap- 
sized, a man in the control room 
apparently said, “We have water 
and glass down here.” Mr. Kelly 
told the House of Representatives 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee. 

“It appears that a porthole, in 
the ballast control room of the 
Ocean Ranger had been knocked 
oul.. and that water entered the 
control room,” Mr. Kelly said. 
However, it was later reported 
secured. 

Surveys taken of the rig just last 
week show that one porthole in 
the ballast room has no glass. The 
structure of the rig, now upside 
down on the floor of the North 
Adantic, is intact. 


Mr. Genscher had a 30-minute 
meeting with Mr. Reagan at the 
end of two days of talks with U.S.

The foreign ministry's com- 
munique said, “These irr- 
esponsible acts serve to deepen 
still more the serious crisis and 
tension moving through the Cen- 
tral American area.”

Los Angeles Superior Coun 
Judge Florence Pickard, in imp- 
osing the sentence, recommended 
against deporting Mohammad Ali 
Alikhani. 45. 

Mr. Alikhani. who owns a tel- 
evision shop near here, pleaded no 
contest on Dec. 3 1 to a charge of 
soliciting a murder. Prosecutors 
said he discussed the possible 
murder of Princess Ashraf with a 
business acquaintance, who went 
to the authorities. 

Mr. Alikhani was alleged to 
have later offered a policeman, 
posing as an assassin. $250.0,00 to 
kill Princess Ashraf. 

Princess Ashraf lives mainly in 
New York but also has a home in 
Santa Barbara. 110 kilometres 
northwest of Los Angeles.
